Bui 
everywhere -there was the problem 
of creating and maintaining a group 
of dependable office whose real ct- 
iciency rested on the permanency of 
heir positions from one political ad- 
ministration to another. You will find 
in any survey of state police forces 
nywhcre that this is- the real mea- 
sure of their efficiency and their 
reputation. 


We. might as well find a solution 


for our own state police problem now, 
because sooner or later we'll have to 
Tind it. 


The Arkansas Democrat points out 


in a timely editorial that with the 
National Guard preparing to go into 
military training the state police are 
about the only state-wide law-on- 
forcement organization left open to 
emergency call. 


That thought alone should spur us 
to action.

- The voice of wisdom is the Voice 
of experience, but of experience care- 
fully considered and studied. It is 
not enough to tflke the Voice of ex- 
perience alone or in nny limited way, 
because one may not see all the re- 
sults of action. 


Years ago, on a visit to New York, 


I preached on Sunday at a little 
church in a Long bland community. 
I was entertained for the day by a 
man who had an official position as 
inspector of certain public buildings 
in New York. He was manifestly a 
man of fine Christian integrity, with 
a family around him, particularly of 
boys, who reflected something-of an 
ideal home life. It was n pleasure to 
be in the home. 


•- When he told me of his' occupation, 
I chaffed him somewhat good-nat- 
uredly, suggesting that men like him 
in such responsible positions of in- 
spection could do much to prevent 
graft in city'life. He took me quite 
seriously, and-1 have never forgotten 
his reaction. 


He was not a man to pursue hones- 


ty as the best policy, but was a man 
inherently honest who would .have 
been honest if it had not been for 
his own interest. But he spoke out of 
the voice of experience, as a father 
of sons to whom he was determined 
to set an honorable example. 


He said that he had noticed, where 


men became wealthy and prosperous 
dishonestly, that although apparently 
n.o bad result came to themselves, 
the consequences-upon their sons and 
members of their families were of- 
ten vc-ry disastrous. 


What does a grafting or dishonest 


father gain if he builds up worldly 
goo'cls and attains n 'sort of sucess, to 
find that his sons are imitating his 
success and possibly his energy, but j 
also his crookedness, and are going 
down to ruin in a worldly as well as 
a spiritual way, because of the false 
heritage that he has given them? 


Observe what is happening in .the 


world. Think about it, as that man had 
thought about it and observed. Take a 


long range view, and see If the voice 
of Wisdom IS not tight whert it links 
human welfare with uprightness and 
with right choice. 


"The path of the just is as the shin* 


ing light, that shiheth more and more 
unto the perfect day." That is a rich 
and beautiful figure, and in con- 
trast is the way of the wicked that 
is full of darkness and stumbling. 


"Keep thy heart with nil dili- 


gence," says the voice of wisdom, "for 
out of this are the Ususs of life." 
We think immediately of that other 
saying, "As a man thinketh in his 
heart, so is he." It is in our will, the 
inner- choice backed by good judg- 


ment, that our destiny rests. 


To set before oneself the goal of 


good living, the way of honor and 
decency, Is to be worldly wise as well 
as spiritually sound. Even where men 
have to make great sacrfiees to main- 
tain their integrity, the upright wny 
is justified, for what comfort or ga'th 
is there for any man in realizing that 
what he hns won has been won at 
the cost of .himself?

Says U. S. Too 
Big Hearted 


Americans Dig 
Deep for Reserv- 
ing Charity

NEW YORK — Americans dig deep 


into 
their pockets to give hard- 


earned dollars to many n charity 
deserving neither hope nor faith. 


"Probably never before in the past 


20 years has there been so -great 
n chance -that a large per cent of 
the average donor's dollar will not 
go to the cause lie gives to sup- 
port. 


So says youngish, handsome Leo- 


nard J Gushing, chief executive of 


the National Information bureau, the 
bureaus sole function Is the Investi- 
gation of national and international 
philanthropic fund raising organisat- 
ions and the:" endorsing of 
those 


Which meet its high "minimum stand^ 
ards." 
' 


Gushing feels the average Amer- 


ican stands a good chance of giv- 
ing unwisely because of the tremen- 
dous number of agencies from which 
he must choose. Almost 400 groups 
are now. raising, funds for war re- 
lief abroad and "a new one springs 
up every day." 


Americans have always been gen- 


erous. During the last World War per- 
iod from 1914 to 1921, they donated 
some- te^.OOO.OOO. In the flush days 
of the 1920s they gave about two 
billion; dollars annually to charities 
of all kinds. And the National In- 
formation 
Bureau estimates about 


$10,000,000 to $100,000,000 of that an- 
nually went down the drain of out- 
right fraud. 


Calls for help today arc more num- 


erous and appealing than ever. In 
the first six months of the present 
war Americans responded with more 
than $9,800,000. 


The N. I. B. does not consider fraud- 


the biggest threat to gifts. It blames 
perhaps 75 per cent of the waste on 
two groups: (1) agencies, with good 
intentions but inefficient 
manage- 


ments: and (2) agencies with. well- 
intentioned boards who are duped 
by unscrupulous promoters. 


The bureau has found most of these 


groups are able to exist because many 
prominent Americans will lend their 
"names" to the case. They become 
honorary members of many mal-ad- 
ministcrcd charities because they do 
not investigate, if at all, until after 
endorsing. 


Take the well-endorsed 
National 


Disabled Soldiers' League, Investigat- 
ed by congress in the early 1920's. 
Administrative costs were found to 
have eaten up about $990 of every 
?1000 raised. 


The National Information Bureau 


never starts prosecution of question- 
able or fraudulent charities. Because 
of its need to protect itself 
from 


libel, its reports are available only 
to members— i. c. groups or in- 
dividuals who pay minimum 
an- 


nual dues of $10. 
' 
' 


Since many local charitable organ- 


izatlons, Including over 400 of the 
community chests-In, the major 0. S. 
cities, are members of the N. I. B., 
the average citizen can investigate1 
many appeals through his local char- 
ity group. 
' 


The National Information Bureau 


was established in 1918, at the Sug- 
gestion of Newton D, Baker, as n 
non-profit 
educational, organization. 


During its 22-year existence It hns 
investigated more than 4000 philan- 
thropic organizations, of which at least 
half have not measured Up to its 
lofty standards.
